To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
the  year  1960. 

All  the  principal  vital  statistics  relating  to  the  Urban  District 
show  an  improvement  compared  with  last  year,  with  the  exception 
of  Infant  Deaths  under  one  week  and  one  month. 

The  population  rose  to  35,160  an  increase  of  20  over  last  year. 
The  General  Death,  Infant  Mortality,  Still  Birth  and  Tuberculosis 
death  rates  show  a decrease  from  1959.  The  birth  rate  rose  to  16.47 
per  1 ,000  of  the  population  and  as  was  the  case  last  year  no  maternal 
deaths  occurred. 

Little  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year,  pneumonia 
was  the  disease  most  commonly  notified. 

In  acquainting  myself  with  the  health  problems  in  the  Urban 
District,  I have  been  struck  by  the  poor  general  standard  of  housing 
in  the  area.  There  are  many  houses  showing  major  items  of  dis- 
repair whieh  can  only  be  remedied  by  demolition,  whilst  others  need 
modernisation  and  improvement. 

The  ill  effects  of  housing  are  of  considerable  importance  to  the  • 
community.  Overcrowding  is  an  important  factor  in  the  spreading  of 
respiratory  disease,  including  tuberculosis  ; dampness  predisposes 
to  chest  illnesses  and  the  chilly  environment  gives  a low  standard  of 
comfort ; inadequate  sanitary  conveniences  helps  the  spread  of 
gastro-intestinal  disorders.  Another  cause  of  ill  health  is  the  shared 
house  with  its  mental  and  physical  strife  between  and  within 
families. 

This  year  marks  the  end  of  the  first  five  years  of  the  country- 
wide Slum  Clearance  Programme.  By  the  end  of  this  year  88 
individual  unfit  houses  had  been  dealt  with.  This  number  is  low 
considering  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  area. 

Immediately  after  the  war  the  housing  waiting  list  was  1,108 
families  made  up  as  follows  : — 

Single  persons  72,  couples  303,  families  with  up  to  two 
children  510,  families  with  two  children  or  more  221. 

The  present  housing  list  remains  at  597  families. 
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Three  special  aspects  of  housing  need  attention  in  the  Urban 
District.  Firstly  ; the  provision  of  a Warden’s  Scheme  for  old  people  ; 
secondly,  caravan  dwellers  ; and  thirdly,  continued  use  of  tempor- 
ary hutted  accommodation. 

Following  a report  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
rehousing  of  old  people,  the  Council  agreed  to  investigate  the  build- 
ing of  a Warden’s  house  beside  the  existing  old  people’s  bungalows 
in  Camborne,  but  a similar  unit  is  needed  in  Redruth. 

An  undesirable  by-product  of  the  tourist  trade  is  the  readily 
available  discarded  caravan,  which  cannot  be  let  to  summer  visitors 
but  which  families  can  acquire  and  use  as  permanent  housing.  These 
small  caravans  are  not  designed  for  permanent  residential  use,  and 
are  not  suitable  for  bringing  up  families  with  small  children.  Space 
is  limited  with  increase  risk  of  accident,  and  ventilation  and  heating 
is  often  inadequate  in  bad  weather.  The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act  which  came  into  operation  at  the  end  of  the 
year  will  give  greater  control  over  sites  and  it  is  hoped  the  number 
of  dilapidated  caravans  for  permanent  occupation  will  steadily 
dwindle. 

The  hutted  camp  at  Bridge  still  remains  in  occupation  after 
service  use.  This  accommodation  was  adapted  and  became  part  of 
the  Council’s  housing  pool.  There  is  no  doubt  that  during  the  post 
war  house  famine,  these  units  of  accommodation  served  a real  need, 
but  today,  some  20  years  after  their  erection,  their  continued  use 
should  be  given  serious  thought  by  the  Council.  1 feel  that  any 
extension  of  the  life  is  indefensible  when  one  considers  the  type  of 
structure  of  the  huts  and  the  social  problem  created  by  such  a site. 

, Without  doubt  the  most  urgent  Public  Health  problem  to  which 
the  Council  must  direct  its  energies  in  the  next  decade  is  the  raising 
of  the  general  standard  of  housing  within  the  district. 

1 desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  Area  Office  for  their  understanding  and 
co-operation  since  my  appointment.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1960. 

The  department  continues  to  operate  with  five  inspectors,  this 
is  two  below  the  accepted  strength.  The  Council  has  been  unable  to 
fill  the  vacancies,  although  new  legislations  year  by  year  increases 
the  work  expected  of  the  department. 

A Mines  Shaft  Inspector  was  engaged  for  six  months  during  the 
year  to  make  a survey  of  all  open  disused  shafts  in  the  area.  This 
survey  was  necessary  before  a plan  of  remedial  action  could  be 
formulated.  1960  was  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  Standard  Grant 
Scheme  operated,  and  some  100  grants  were  dealt  with  fully  during 
this  period.  It  has  been  found  that  detailed  assistance  has  been 
required  at  all  stages  from  the  completion  of  the  application  forms 
to  the  preparation  of  accounts  for  payment,  frequently  the  inspector 
has  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  applicant. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Facilities  Report  was  submitted  on  2nd 
June,  1960,  to  the  Ministry  and  this  was  accepted  with  one  slight 
alteration.  All  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  have  to  be  brought  up  to 
the  required  standard  by  the  1st  January,  1963.

2.  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Urban  District  Council  of  Camborne  - Redruth  was 
established  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  by  the  amalgamation  of  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Redruth  and  Camborne  together  with  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Wendron,  lllogan  and  Gwennap  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Redruth. 

It  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  the  sea  as  its  North 
boundary.  Through  the  middle  of  the  area  and  parallel  to  the  coast 
runs  the  main  road  and  rail  connection  with  Penzance  and  Truro. 
Ribbon  development  has  taken  place  along  the  A.30  road  between 
the  townships  of  Camborne  and  Redruth,  and  apart  from  another 
section  at  Troon  and  Beacon  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  rural  in 
character.  The  town  map  has  been  completed  and  provides  for 
industrial  development  between  the  main  road  and  the  railway. 

Residential  development  consists  of  infilling  around  existing 
residential  areas.  A bye-pass  road  is  scheduled  for  Pool  and 
Camborne  passing  to  the  west  of  the  town  and  linking  up  with  the 
existing  Redruth  Bye-Pass.

The  Area  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  the  administration  of  the  Health  Services  within  Area 
No.  2,  comprising  the  Borough  of  Helston,  the  Urban  District  of 
Camborne-Redruth  and  the  Rural  District  of  Kerrier,  and  is  also 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  these  Authorities.  The  allocation  of 
time  as  between  environmental  hygiene  and  the  personal  Health 
Services  is  in  the  ratio  of  2:1.  In  this  way  the  Public  Health 
problems  in  the  district  arc  the  responsibility  of  one  professional 
man,  and  the  closest  co-operation  between  the  County  District  and 
the  County  Council  is  maintained. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regula- 
tions 1953,  the  salaries  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  District  Inspectors,  are  contributed 
to  by  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


(b)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  requiring  examina- 
tion are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Cornwall 
Infirmary,  Truro.

There  was  an  increase  of  1,450  cubic  yards  of  household  and 
trade  refuse  during  the  year  as  compared  with  1959.  The  quantity 
of  refuse  collected  has  been  steadily  increasing  year  by  year  and  in 
the  past  all  collections  have  been  made  with  side  loading  vehicles 
of  7 cubic  yard  capacity.  During  1960  the  Council  departed  from 
their  former  policy  and  purchased  a 14  cubic  yard  rear  loading 
vehicle.  This  vehicle  has  the  double  advantage  of  a much  greater 
capacity  with  a lower  loading  line.  In  my  opinion  the  new  vehicle  is 
a great  improvement  as  it  also  creates  much  less  dust  at  the  time  of 
loading.

SURFACE  INFESTATIONS: 

All  domestic  property  in  the  area  continued  to  be  treated  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  free  of  charge.  In  all  other  cases  such 
as  business  premises,  farms,  etc.,  charges  were  made  for  this  service. 
In  the  cases  where  contracts  were  entered  into  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice  frequent  visits  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  infesta- 
tions were  kept  to  a minimum.  Altogether  it  would  appear  that 
these  schemes  have  worked  satisfactorily  for  all  concerned  as  the 
contracts  were  first  made  in  1957  and  have  been  renewed  each  year.

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2.  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

Personal  Health  Services 

The  following  personal  Health  Services  are  provided  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council 
and  are  administered  through  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub-Committee 
on  which  the  Urban  District  is  represented  by  four  members. 

(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Section  22) 

.Ante-Natal  Supervision  — Home  Delivery 

Women  who  desire  to  have  their  babies  at  home  are  supervised 
during  their  pregnancy  by  their  family  doctor  and  the  domiciliary 
midwife.  Adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care 
is  essential  if  complications  in  labour  and  chronic  ill  health  in  later 
life  are  to  be  avoided.  Most  practices  in  the  Urban  District  hold 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  their  surgeries  at  which  the  midwife  attends. 
Health  education  is  available  for  these  mothers. 

Hospital  Delivery 

Hospital  patients  who  have  hospital  beds  attend  the  hospital 
outpatients’  clinic.  Apart  from  emergency  cases,  bookings  for 
hospital  confinements  are  allocated  according  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  priority  groups  for  medical  or  obstretical  reasons  and  un- 
suitable home  conditions.  Patients  who  have  been  accepted  for 
hospital  confinements  attend  the  hospital  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  but 
continue  to  be  supervised  at  home  by  their  family  doctors.  Mothers 
and  babies  are  normally  discharged  home  on  the  tenth  day  after 
delivery  to  the  care  of  the  District  Midwife,  and  from  the  eleventh 
day  onwards  the  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  mother  and  child. 
The  important  post-natal  examination  which  every  mother  has,  four 
weeks  after  delivery  is  carried  out  by  their  family  doctor.

There  are  7 County  Council  midwives  in  the  Urban  District.

Last  year  348  expectant  mothers  had 
their  babies  in  hospital,  and  35  in  Nursing  Homes. 

26  cases  were  discharged  from  the  Maternity  Hospital  or  Nurs- 
ing Home  to  the  care  of  the  domiciliary  midwife  prior  to  the  tenth 
day,  and  1 1 prior  to  the  fourteenth  day.

The  Health  Visitor  is  the  General  Social  Worker  responsible 
for  advising  all  the  families  in  her  district  and  carries  out  the  full 
range  of  duties  in  the  Public  Health  and  School  Health  fields,  with 
the  exception  of  tuberculosis  visiting,  venereal  disease  contact  trac- 
ing, and  supervision  of  handicapped  persons.

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Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 

The  Minister  of  Health  announced  on  1st  February,  1960,  that 
the  age  group  for  free  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination  would  be  raised 
to  all  persons  under  40  years.  Following  the  Minister  s announce- 
ment it  was  disclosed  that  there  was  available  enough  British 
vaccine  to  protect  every  person  in  the  country  up  to  the  age  of  40 
from  poliomyelitis. 

By  September  1960,  the  acceptance  rate  in  Camborne-Redruth 
was  79%  for  pre  school  and  school  age,  and  22%  for  those  over 
school  age.  During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  efforts  were  made  to 
publicise  the  need  for  the  public  to  make  use  of  the  free  service 
offered.  A series  of  open  sessions  were  held  but  the  response  was 
poor. 

(f)  Ambulance  Service  — Section  27 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service 
from  Tolvean  Depot  carries  out  all  normal  duties  ; at  nights  and  at 
weekends  cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance  crews  of  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigades  of  Redruth,  Illogan  and  Camborne,  using 
either  their  own  or  County  ambulances. 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless  con- 
trolled and  are  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.  This 
frequently  has  enabled  the  Depot  Controller  to  direct  an  already 
moving  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  an  accident. 


(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  — Section  28 

(1)  Nursing  Equipment 

Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring  after  care  are 
treated  by  the  Home  Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor. 
Sick  room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles,  bedpans,  bed  rests,  air 
cushions,  mattresses,  rubber  sheeting,  can  be  had  on  loan. 

(2)  Hospital  — After  Care 

The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liases  with  the  hospital 
staff  at  Redruth  General  Hospital  and  Maternity  Unit  and  Barncoose 
Hospital.  Background  reports  of  home  and  social  conditions  are 
made  available  to  the  medical  staff  and  advance  requests  are  made 
for  home  nursing,  home  help  and  supervisory  visits  which  the 
patient  may  require  on  discharge. 


(3)  Welfare  Workers 


To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
1948,  two  Welfare  Officers  work  in  Area

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(4)  Mental  Health 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1960,  two  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  provide  for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  all  mentally  ill 
patients  and  mentally  defective  children  and  adults,  and  their  sub- 
sequent after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the  community. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  — Section  29 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  71  cases  in  Camborne-Redruth 
were  being  served  by  a Home  Help  this  increased  by  one  by  the 
31.12.60.  There  were  83  new  cases  during  the  year.  Throughout  the 
year  the  equivalent  of  14  full  time  Home  Helps  were  employed.

CAMBORNE-ILLOGAN  AREA 

This  area  is  supplied  by  the  Camborne  Water  Company. 

The  rainfall  recorded  at  the  Boswyn  Station  was  63.57  inches. 
The  year  generally  was  very  wet  and  no  dillkulty  was  experienced 
in  maintaining  supplies. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  was  360,000,000  gallons 
which  is  an  increase  of  17.000,000  gallons  over  the  previous  year. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  at  the  Penponds  Station  was 
122,000.000  gallons,  13.000,000  gallons  of  which  were  taken  from 
the  Barripper  stream. 

The  average  daily  consumption  was  986,000  gallons  giving  an 
average  per  head  of  population  served,  of  approximately  40  gallons. 
During  the  year  103  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  of  the 
distribution  system  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  but  two 
were  reported  as  being  satisfactory.  Further  samples  were  immedi- 
ately taken  from  these  two  points  and  these  were  satisfactory. 


During  the  year  the  laying  of  the  new  12"  trunk  main  from  the 
service  reservoir  at  Trevu  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  Company’s  area 
was  completed,  and  the  service  main  in  Basset  Street  was  renewed. 
An  extension  was  also  carried  out  to  the  main  at  the  Weeth  Estate 
being  developed  by  Messrs.  Welch. 

The  new  pumping  station  at  Penponds  has  also  been  completed. 
This  provides  for  the  pumping  and  treatment  of  the  water  taken 
from  the  Barripper  stream  and  also  houses  the  filters,  high  lift 
pumps  and  treatment  plant  for  the  water  taken  from  the  adits.  The 
treatment  for  the  water  taken  from  the  stream  is  coagulation,  filtra- 
tion, chlorination  and  lime  for  P.H.  adjustment,  and  for  the  adit 
water  oxidation  through  aeration  for  iron  removal,  filtration,  chlorin- 
ation and  lime  for  P.H.  adjustment. 

The  estimated  number  of  houses  in  the  area  supplied  by  the 
Company  is  7,204  and  the  estimated  number  of  persons  residing  in 
these  houses  is  22,000.  All  these  properties  are  connected  to  the 
mains,  and  in  addition  five  houses  are  supplied  by  stand-pipe. 

New  services  installed  during  the  year  numbered  161. 


(b)  Drainage  and  Sewage 

The  pumping  stations  at  Portreath  and  Penponds  continued 
normal  operations  during  the  year  and  the  following  quantities  of 
sewage  were  pumped  ; —

Two  small  sewer  extensions  were  completed  during  1960  one  at 
Pcnventon  near  Four  Lanes  enabling  some  eight  houses  to  be  con- 
nected to  the  sewer,  and  the  other  at  Lower  West  Tolgus  provided 
satisfactory  drainage  for  six  houses.  The  policy  of  the  Council  is  to 
eventually  extend  the  sewer  at  Lower  West  Tolgus  in  order  to  serve 
the  West  Tolgus  area  for  both  present  and  future  development. 

The  only  major  area  in  the  district  which  remains  unsewered  is 
the  St.  Day  and  Lanner  Ward,  population  about  5,000.  A scheme 
for  the  sewering  of  this  area  has  been  forwarded  to  the  appropriate 
Ministry  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  work  of  construction  will  be 
commenced  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 


Cesspool  and  Gully  Emptyings 

The  number  of  gullies  emptied  during  the  year  was  6,133  and 
cc^ispools  359.  The  number  of  cesspool  emptyings  year  by  year 
continues  to  increase.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the  continued  develop- 
ment by  private  enterprise  in  unsewcred  parts  of  the  area.

(b)  Under  similar  schemes  which  are  in  operation  in  other 
parts  of  the  country  and  Cornwall,  the  Urban  District  Council  as 
Housing  Authority  would  be  responsible  for  the  erection  of  units 
of  accommodation  and  the  County  Council  as  Welfare  Authority 
would  provide  the  Warden’s  house,  small  communal  room,  laundry 
facilities,  spare  room  for  relatives  visiting  during  sickness  and  bell 
system  to  the  bungalows. 

(c)  The  Housing  Authority  would  have  control  of  the  letting  of 
the  old  people’s  bungalows  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  would 
recommend  suitable  tenants. 

(d)  The  type  of  person  suitable  for  this  accommodation  are 
single  persons  and  couples  who  can  no  longer  adequately  manage 
on  their  own,  but  are  not  so  helpless  as  to  need  permanent  care  in 
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the  Welfare  Authority  Hostel.  I feel  it  is  important  that  old  people 
should  live  in  the  community  for  as  long  as  possible  and  only  be 
cared  for  in  long  stay  hostels  or  hospitals  when  this  is  the  only 
practical  means  of  caring  for  them. 

(e)  Many  advantages  accrue  with  these  units. 

(i)  Physical  help  and  supervision  are  provided  by  the 
Warden. 

(ii)  Special  arrangements  such  as  a Meals  Service  could 
be  concentrated  rather  than  spread  over  the  Urban 
District. 

(iii)  The  Home  Help  and  Nursing  Service  could  be  saved 
much  travelling  time. 

Recommendations 

1.  Consideration  be  given  to  the  building  of  a Warden’s  Unit 
by  the  County  Council  on  one  of  the  existing  old  people’s  bungalow 
sites. 

2.  Provision  be  made  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
County  Council  for  a Warden’s  bungalow  unit  of  about  25  dwellings 
in  Redruth. 

(iii)  Rehousing  Problem  Families 

Under  the  Joint  Circular  issued  in  1951,  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  & Education  and  the  Home  Office,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  was  designated  as  the  Officer  responsible  for  the  co-ordina- 
tion of  the  services  of  the  County  Council  and  voluntary  bodies 
interested  in  prevention  of  neglect  or  ill  treatment  of  children  in 
their  own  homes. 

Previous  to  this  year,  under  the  scheme  of  decentralised 
administration  the  Area  Medical  Officer  maintained  a register  of 
sub-standard  families,  and  held  quarterly  meetings  of  field  workers 
interested  in  this  problem.  Each  Health  Visitor  was  responsible  for 
the  day  to  day  supervision  of  families  in  her  district.  Special  Home 
Help  and  a rent  deficiency  scheme  were  provided. 

Following  a decision  of  the  County  Public  Health  Committee, 
Mrs.  Banham  the  Welfare  Social  Worker  in  the  County  Health 
Department  carried  out  a survey  of  problem  families  throughout  the 
County  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  Register  of  Problem  Families  in  the  Urban  District  was 
classified  as  follows  : — 

1.  Families  with  no  children  under  18  years  ...  1 

2.  Potential  problem  families  ...  ...  28 

3.  “Hard  Core”  problem  families  ...  ...  27 

4.  Families  whose  problem  is  largely  or  entirely 

the  result  of  physical  or  mental  ill  health  ...  15 


Total  ...  71 
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As  a result  of  the  survey  it  was  decided  that  a Pilot  Scheme  for 
extra  assistance  for  these  sub-standard  families  in  their  homes  be 
started  in  Area  2.  For  this  purpose  one  Family  Welfare  Worker  was 
appointed  to  work  with  these  families  in  the  Urban  District.  She 
commenced  work  in  December  with  a case  load  of  twelve  families. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  a rehabilitation  unit  to  house  for 
a limited  period  families  whose  living  arrangements  are  so  primitive 
that  improvement  is  impossible  in  their  present  environmet. 

In  my  view,  the  success  or  failure  of  this  experiment  will  largely 
depend  on  the  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Committee  in  rehousing 
families  who  by  dint  of  their  own  efforts  have  raised  their  standard 
of  living  and  made  the  best  use  of  the  help  given  by  the  Family 
Welfare  Worker. 
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SECTION  E . 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

(a)  Milk 

Seventy-two  routine  samples  of  milk  were  taken  throughout 
the  year  from  retailers  and  of  these  five  samples  failed  to  satisfy  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test.  One  test  on  a sample  was  declared  void.

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  1960  was  33  tons 
12  cwts.  2 qrs. 

It  was  considered  that  by  July,  1959,  all  herds  in  the  County 
of  Cornwall  had  been  tuberculin  tested  and  all  reactors  removed 
and  slaughtered.  1960  was  the  first  full  year  after  the  eradication 
programme  had  been  completed,  and  it  is  significant  to  note  that  the 
percentage  of  cows  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  and  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  was  0.31%  ; in  1959  the  percentage  was  22.9%. 
Details  of  all  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis  found  in  slaughterhouses 
are  now  forwarded  to  the  County  Veterinary  Officers  in  order  that 
“ follow  up  ” procedure  can  be  carried  out.  In  the  early  months  of 
the  year  an  epidemic  of  Swine  Fever  occurred,  and  all  members  of 
the  staff  concentrated  on  meat  inspection  ; total  meat  inspection 
was  achieved  at  the  expense  of  the  remainder  of  Public  Health  work 
and  inspections  on  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sundays  was  inevitable. 
82  cases  were  condemned  as  affected  with  Swine  Fever  during  this 
period. 

(d)  Other  Foods 

121  visits  were  made  to  shops  and  premises  other  than 
slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  the  examination  and  condemna- 


tion of  food  for  human  consumption.

1,240  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year,  this 
shows  a great  improvement  when  compared  with  similar  inspections 
made  in  previous  years.  During  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  a 
considerable  general  improvement  in  the  food  premises  of  this  area. 
Many  premises  have  now  provided  refrigeration  facilities  for  the 
storage  of  perishable  food-stuffs.  I am  convinced  that  the  only 
method  of  maintaining  a good  standard  of  food  handling  is  by 
frequent  visits  by  the  district  inspectors,  and  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  this  end. 


(f)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

Seventy  slaughtermen  were  licensed  under  the  above  Act  during 
the  year. 


(g)  Slaughterhouses 

In  June  the  report  on  slaughterhouse  facilities  was  completed 
and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry.  The  Ministry  accepted  this  report 
with  one  minor  alteration. 
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SECTION  F. 


GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  1960 
was  168,  compared  with  271  in  1959.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  in  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles.  The  high- 
est number  of  notifications  received  were  in  respect  of  Pneumonia 
and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 


Scarlet  Fever 

All  but  five  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  four  months  of  the 
year  and  the  cases  were  mild. 

Pneumonia 

There  were  three  times  as  many  males  notified  as  females,  the 
month  of  the  greatest  incidence  was  March,  and  approximately  half 
of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  age  group  45—65. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  number  of  Camborne  - Redruth  mothers  confined  in 
hospital  and  developing  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  eight.  Two  cases 
occurred  in  domiciliary  confinements. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  the  whole  of  the  County. 
1,631  births  were  notified  and  68  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
occurred.  This  gives  an  incidence  of  41  cases  per  1,000  births.  Just 
over  half  of  the  cases  occurred  between  the  months  of  July  and 
October. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

31  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  throughout 
the  year,  giving  a case  incidence  of  0.88  per  1,000  population.  16 
of  these  cases  were  notified  between  May  and  July  and  included  14 
cases  picked  up  by  the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit. 

126  contacts  of  these  new  notifications  were  investigated,  giving 
a contact  rate  of  four  persons  per  notified  case.  The  table  below 
shows  the  type  of  contact  investigated  and  the  refusals.
